For Temporary Visitors to U. 

S.A., Passports Still Needed 

But no Visas and No For¬ 
mal Registration 

New regulations simplifying, 
entrance of temporary visitors 
and border crossing commuters 
to the United States, issued at 
Washington, Sunday, have been 
Explained at the U.S. legation a£ 
Ottawa as follows: 

1. Beginning Aug. 28, identif¬ 
ication cards wil] be issued to 
commuters who cross the bor¬ 
der daily and to Canadians con¬ 
templating visits of less than 29 
days. 

2. These cards will substitute 
for non-immigration visas for¬ 
merly required of visitors.. 

8. Canadian passports will 
still be reuuired. 

4. Holders of identification 
( aids will not be formerly reg¬ 
istered and finger printed as 
arc all alien residents of the 
United States. 

The Canadian passport is tire 
means of control bv the Canad¬ 
ian government. The issuance of 
cards will enable the U.S. gov 
(rnment to check against with 
less interference with them 
than when a visa is required. 

The cards will be issifed by 
any immiration official or U.S. 
consul. 

There is n 0 charge for the 
cards, issuance of which will be 
“a matte r of five or ten min¬ 
utes.”

SELECTING EWE LAMBS 

There is a campaign i nd 
way, in connection A'itli Can 
ada’s war effort, to increase 
sheep production in Canada by 
salvaging ewe lambs that would 
otherwise go into feed lots this 
fall. In ordtlr that the outcome 
of this may be successful in the 
maintenance of the quality of 
breeding stock, some care must 
lx exercised in selecting evv 
lambs for this purpose. Natur¬ 
ally the rancher producei oi 
such lambs will have selected 
what he considered tlvd best foj 
replacement in hig own band, 
but nevertheless there will In 
a large number of good ewe 
lambs for sale. 

A small elwe lamb, provided 
it is thrifty ** appearance and 
not a “bum” will be quite suit¬ 
able it it is well fed during the 
winter and has an opportunity 
of growing to its maximum cap 
acity. All lambs, whether small 
or well grown should be care 
fuly selected for body type. 
While wool is always useful and 
is a war time necessity, the 
fact remains that in any ycai 
the returns from the sale of 
iambs are greater than from 
wool, so conformation should 
get first consideration. 

General conformation, as ex¬ 
emplified by depth of body, v. 
strong back, well-sprung rib 
and well filled leg are important 
factors to note. Liggine-oS is 
a seriousness fault and a leggy 
lamb should not be considered 
as usually it will be lacking in 
desirable conformation especia¬ 
lly in muscling of the bind 
quarters. Head type, as such, 
may not be extremely important 
in commetrciiai sheep production 
but soundness of mouth, that is 
freedom from the undershot 01 
overshot condition is essenital. 

Wool cover should be givcm 
consideration especially to en¬ 
sure freedom from hairiness 
in the britch arch, of the lleece. 
In extreme cases this can be ob¬ 
served without handling the 
lleece but no accurate estimate 
of the quality of a lleece can be 
obtained without opening th 
britch. Lambs with shell stap 
fleece on the shoulder, body and 
leg wool should be avoided as 
such individuals will very likely 
produce a relatively light fle.ee 
and possibly clothing wool.
